Many 
letters from Bookfellers in all 
parts of the Town were read 5 
which being written in a very 
different ftile, and {pelt after a 
different manner, yielded great 
variety of diverfion to the So- 
ciety; and will, no doubt, yield the fame to the Public, 
when it fhall be thought proper to print them, As the 
jetter of thr great Kirtéus, which was publifhed in our 
Journal, Nomb, 4. was thuch fupetior to all the reft: fo 
the party which appeared for him feemed to be fo; who 
thought they had fecured his election by putting up a- 
inft him aperfon, who, tho’ very famous in the world, 
yet made no great figure in the trade, baving been but 
newly fet up. This Perfon was Captain L, Guiuiver, 
who by the advice of fome friends ar Dublin, and the 
incouragement of fome copies fent from thence, had 
lately — from Reddriff, and opened a Shop near 
Temple-bar. 
The friends of Mr. Kirteus, not doubting but that_ 
they thould carry the eiection, were very eager for put- 
ting it to the vote: when, to their great furprize, 
OrrHovexo ftood up, and made the following f{peech. 
“ Gentlemen, Tho’ it be ceftain, that fome or other 
« of this Society, as writing upon all learned fubjecs, 
@ arc frequently publifhing books in oppofition to re- 
« vealed religion, and in favour of immorality : yet, 
* fince the namie of the Author is feldom put to any 
“ fuch pieces, tty can no otherwife be known to 
« belong to our Members, than by the file and man- 
“ ner of them. And therefore, as the Society cannot 
“ fix them upon any particular perfons, they cannot 
* pafs fo effectual a cenfure upon thofe perfons, as they 
* defign, whenever the Authors have the impudence to 
“ put their names in the title page. Of this they gave 
“ on inftance ia their cenfure of a reverend Renegado, 
in their Jourtial, Nomb. 13. and the fame day, Ap f. 
* they pafled a Refolution, to difceuntenance ali their 
“ Members who endeavour to promote the caufe of In- 
*« fidelity arid Inimorality. With this refolution, } ima- 
na gine, it will not feem very conftftent, to chufe a per- 
“ fon for our Book feller, who has been very inftru- 
“ mental in corrupting the manners of the age. Mr. 
© Krrteus has not on!y reprinted ait the lewd books: he 
* could colleet, written in Englith ; but likewife teken 
“ care to get a great number to be tranflated out of fo- 
* reign languages: of which feveral Gentlemen here’ 
* prefent, if they think proper, can give, I believe, the 
“ moft convincitig proof. In this fort of trade he bet 
came fo erfinerit, as to give occalion to the’ inrich: 
ing of our language with a new term; filthy dif: 
courfe having now for feveral years been: called, by 
the polite part of the world; Curtifm. Of which cle- 
gant word I wonder that our laborious and learned: 
“ Brother N. Bairey, @irorcyes, has taken no notice. 
“ who, tho’ in iis Etymological Dictionary (dedicated firft 
* to the’Royal Family, and now very lately to the Ear! 
“ of Pembroke) he has taken the pains ro colleét and 
“* explain’ all the obfcene words, frequently ufed by the 
o dregs of the people, has yet omitted this lefs vulgar 
term, which cornprehends all manner of obfcenity. 
. To this Prurignto made the following anfwer: 
Tho what you have urged againft my worthy Friend 
ue cannot be denied; yet a good deal may be faid, not 
o only ia excufe, but’ even in vindication of him. It 
© @ maxi, which tho’ not openly avowed, is yet 
: generally followed. by moft perfons in the way of 
w trade, That the fame aétion may be lawful, or unlaw- 
a ful, according ‘as it is done by 2 perfon, either ins or 
«, Out of his proper bufinefs; Thus if a Book-feller 

thould tell me, that Col. Francisco was a very ho- 
perfon, that all which had been {worn 
aa ainft him was falfe, and confequently that 
1 might fafely truft him with my money and wife; 
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“« this might be juftly accounted d tie. Bet it the fame 
* perfon fhould affure me, that the Bifhop of Bangor 
** wrote The Tryal of the Witneffs, in order to promote 
the fale of it; this, the? periiaps no tract than the 
ohér; yet would not properly come under the notion 
“ of lying. The reafon is: becauie in the former cafe, 
“ the Book feller, acting out of his fphere, o@ght 0 fpcak 
“« the truth, his intereft being nt Concerned ; whereas 
* in the latter, bis right to promote his own ititereft in 
* his own proper bufinefs, is antecedent, and tonfe- 
‘© quently fuperior, to my right to a true information. 
“ The falfhood in this cafe is of the fame mature with 
* that, which your weli-bred, religious perfons oblige 
* their fervants to tél almoft every hour in the day, 
“ viz, That they are mbt at home: which none but 
‘¢ vulgar people, bred in a thean, low Way, ¢oupt tobe 
‘lying. Al fuch exprefiiens therefore as, Jt was writ- 
ten by fach a perfom ; It fells extremely well; I have 
“ but fi many left; I neve fell it for lef; Ge. tho’ 
* they all contain falfhoods, yet they are falfhoods of 
“ of fuch a natare, 1s the ighotance, avatice, and imper- 
“ tinence of buyets have reridered neceffary ; infomuch 
* that without them it is morally impoflible to carry 
“« on a trade to any confiderable advanrage. 

‘© This being premiitd natutally prepares the way for 
“ a juft vindication of the Book-fellets in genetal, and 
‘ of my friend in particalar, # to the printing and pub. 
© lithing of fuch books, as ate cotmmon'y called fmutty 
‘ or bawdy. As to theft there if a great differerice. For 
‘ the defiga of fome of them is to give a truce hifto- 
* rical account of former tratfactions, Which may ferve 
** as precedents in dete minifig the like cafes which may 
* happen, fuch as Cafes of tmpotency and divorce, &c. 
« Others are defigned to promote nattiral knowledge, as 
“ The fe of flogging, Ati of wiffing, Art of getting pritty 
‘* children, Myftéries of conjugzl love. Gc. which ail 
«« tend very much to the good of the public, by in- 
* citing to the pr ior of a found and vigorous off- 
“ fpring. And Books of Novels, if the events are un- 
« fortunate, are ufefil to déter young perfons from fol- 
* lowing the like la{civious courfes.. Now if the abuse 
“ of writings of this kind be an argument againft the 
* ufe of theny; it will hold equally ftrong againft books 
“ of Anatomy, Surgéry, Midwifery, &c. which are all 
‘ pérverted by the natural corrdption of fome readers 
* to the promoting of lewdee{s and debauchery. 

« Nay even afte thofe books, which, having been 
* written folely with adéngn to corrupt the min¢s of 
* perfons, Ccontait! lewd defcriptions of fcenes of luft, 
“ and therefore may jultly be called bawdy by way of 
“ eminence, ever’ thele have often an effect contrary” 
“ ta that which was originally int«ndcd. For ac- 
* cording to’ the late Duke of Buckinghim’s juft obfer- 
© vation, 
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Objcene words, too grofs to move defire, 

Like heaps of fewtl do but choke the fire. 
‘© fo'that pofizb!y forme well difpofed perfons may fell them, 
* a8 (what they realy are to thofe of an elegant tafte) 
“© Antidotes apainft lechery. And with this view, per- 
‘4 haps, the chdiceft pieces colle&ted out of Roch fer, 
“and printed under the title of The Cabinet of Love, 
® are publicly expofed to fale at alow’ price, like penny 
‘* fermions, for the benefit of the poor. 

* Bat fetting’ afide al! thefe favourable conftructions, 
“ fuppofing ever tHat thefe books in all probability will 
“ have avery bad effect; yet a Bodkeicller may law- 
* fally publifh and fell them, in ovder to provide a com- 
‘* fortable fubfiftence for his tamily. It, indeed, afhoe- 
‘“* maker fhould preterd to do this, it would be alro- 
‘< wether unkewful, becaafe it would be going. beyond 
‘* his laft; and a&ting out of bis proper calling. But to 
‘* publifh and {ell books, being the proper bulinefs of a 
« Book feller, he may do it, withcut inquiring concern- 
« ing’ their contents, any farther than whetber they are 
' likely to’ felt of mot: and he is no more anfwerable 
* for the ill effets which may be produced by them, 
‘ than a Cutler or a Gunfmith, for the murders com- 
« mitted with fwords or piftols. 

“ This, I am well affur'd, is current doctrine among 
* the genietality of the’ Trade; and their practice every 
* day verifies their’ firm belief of the truth of it. And 
‘¢ this is further confirmed by a remarkabie account given 
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** it ts him upon the level, in one refpeét, with the 
 reft Of his fraternity, im another raifes him to a fu- 
‘« periority above them all. He fells me, that when he 
** begati to be eminent for books in this kind of litera- 


.‘* ture, fome of his precifer brethren, who did not care 


* to pur their names to fuch books, have given him 4 
** vaiuuble confideration for the ule of his; under Which 
‘* whole impreilions have appeared printed at their charge, 
** He affured me likewile, that feveral grave perfons 
“* who now deal much ja religious books, have formerly 
** dealr in the other fort ; and that it has been no unafual 
- ee for a man to appear very devout and religious on 
** the funday, after having fold obicene books all the preces 
‘* ding weck. The names of thefe cautious Tragers may 
** one day appear: bat ar prefent this affair is enly juft 
** mentioned, to fhew that Mr. Kirzeus is full as innoe 
** cent, and much more illufttious than the generality of 
“ his brethren; and therefore may juitly caim a prefe- 
** rence in your favour 
Aitet a fhort fileace, PampHieTeero ftood up and faid, 
“ Tho’ what the Gearleman who {poke laft has {aid is 
‘* a full vindication of Mr. Kintevs as a Book-feller ; 
“* yet I muft declare I cannot approve his election} for 
“ reafons both honourable to him, and tuch as, I be- 
* lieve, willindute him to decline the office of hisown 
“ accord. As he has diftinguifhed himfelf by writing, 
** and imitatéd the file of fome of our moft celebrated 
** Brethren both in profe and verfe, | think he ought to 
“© be chofen a Member of our Society, 
There are two or three refolutions have been paffed by 
the Society, with which it is moral y, certain be will 
not comply, and therefore cannot be chofen our Book- 
felér. It Ras been refolved, that whoever has that place 
fhalf not be an Author for the future, nor pubhfh any 
thing, exc pt a title page, or an advertiiemcnt to the 
reader; and that he fhail not vend any ob{cene or irre- 
hgious book. As it would be great pity to deprive the 
world of the ingenious lucubrations of Mr, Kirteus, 
by his ¢offining himfelf to the employment of a.book« 
felkr; fo | am very certain, that he will never confent 
todo it; much leis to deprive himfclf of the annual pro- 
fic avifing from the fale of diverting books. There are 
three branches of Jiterature in which be has diftinguith’d 
himfeif, Natural Hiflory, and Philofophy (called by fome 
Objeenity) and  Aatiquities, In \abours reélating to 
the 2 former he {pent the vigour ot his years: to the late 
ter he has applied him(éelf in his more advanced age, as@ 
fuje&t more fuitable to his maturer judgment. The 
teftimony of a learned Antiquarian relating only to hig 
colicctions in one of thefe iciences may be juftly ap- 
plied to him in refpeét of oll, that no Bockfeller 
im Town has been fo curious as be. Twenty volumes 
ot Antiquities, and more than twice tweaty of 
Natural Philojophy and Hiftory are a noble ftock tor one 
Book-feller, fufficient to enable him to carry on in his 
Literatory a very profitable bufineis, with eafe and dig 
nity in his old age. All thefe branches of trade wiil 
ieftalmoft intirely to him: for as our Bock-deller willbe 
obliged not to meddle with the 2 former ; fo, tho’ the other 
contifts of feveral productions of our Society, it will be 
in Mr. Kirteus's own power to keep it to himfelf, 
Since theretore our choice of him would only be the occas 
fion of giving us afecond trouble, I don’t doubt but you 
will jook upon Captain L, Gutiiver as the moft proper 
perfon to fill the place. fe has, it is true, beenan emi- 
nent Author, tho’ only in the way of Travgls: but as 
he has refolved neither to travel, nor to writeany more, he 
is duly qualified for the place he defires: and he has de~ 
livered into the hands of our Sccretaty many curious 
Memoirs of Literature relating to the ftate of learning in 
Laputa and Balnibarbs, which on proper occafions will 
be communicated to the Public. 
They then proceeded to the ballot; and upon cafting 
up the votes, Mr. Prefident declared Capt. L. Gutriver 
duly eleGted Bookeller to the Society.
